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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 28-39 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claims 28-39 are 
directed to a species not originally claimed. There were no generic claims originally 
filed. Claims 28-39 are directed to the species of figure 12. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 28-39 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03.

The scope of the claims cannot be understood, as it is not clear what structure is now 
being claimed.

5. Claims 16, and 19-27 are allowed. 

6. Claims 17 and 18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 16-39 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
